SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  —  An 
earthquake  strong  enough  to  crack 
buildings  and  sidewalks  rocked 
Northern  California  for  more  than  20 
seconds  over  hundreds  of  miles  Thurs¬ 
day,  swaying  tall  buildings  and  injur¬ 
ing  several  dozen  persons. 

The  quake,  recorded  at  11  a.m.  PST, 
measured  5.5  on  the  Richter  scale,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Berkeley  Seismographic 
Station  and  was  centered  on  the 
Calaveras  fault  near  Livermore,  50 
miles  southeast  of  San  Francisco.  Most 
of  those  injured  were  in  Livermore,  in¬ 
cluding  a  man  who  toppled  from  a  lad¬ 
der  in  his  apartment. 

Buildings  shook  in  San  Francisco;  in 
Monterey,  150  miles  to  the  south;  in 
Santa  Rosa,  50  miles  to  the  north;  and 
in  Sacramento,  90  miles  to  the  east. 
The  quake  was  felt  as  far  away  as 
Reno,  Nev.,  more  than  200  miles  east 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  Lawrence  Livermore 
Laboratory  was  evacuated  because  of 
leaking  gas.  Officials  there  reported 
some  damage  to  buildings,  but  said  no 
damage  had  been  suffered  by  the 
nuclear  research  reactor. 

“My  home  is  a  shambles,”  said  Bill 
Tholke  in  Livermore.  “Our  two  TV  sets 
are.  totally  demolished,  our  dresser  was 
turned  upside  down...” 

“Wow!  It  moved  my  refrigerator  3.5 
feet,  and  threw  all  my  antique  bottles 
off  the  fireplace,”  said  Lynne  Phillips, 
another  Livermore  resident. 

A  quake  with  a  reading  of  5  is 
capable  of  doing  considerable  damage 
in  a  local  area,  and  one  of  6  can  do 
severe  damage.  Thursday’s  quake  was 
one  of  the  strongest  to  hit  the  area 
since  the  great  quake  of  1906  that 
leveled  much  of  San  Francisco.  The 
last  sizable  quake  in  San  Francisco 
was  on  Aug.  6,  measuring  5.9  on  the 
Richter  scale. 


Jeff  Garber,  a  spokesman  for  the 
Livermore  lab,  said,  “We  experienced 
some  cracks  in  windows  and  have  had 
several  minor  injuries  such  as  file 
cabinets  falling  over  on  people,  but  our 
research  operations  and  the  storage  of 
our  hazardous  materials  are  intact.” 

Two  schools  in  Livermore  were  also 
evacuated  when  gas  began  leaking 
from  damaged  pipes,  officials  said. 


Groups  vow  to  picket, 
protest  proposed  draft 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Opponents 
of  President  Carter’s  plan  to  register 
draft-age  youths  vowed  Thursday  to 
“picket,  teach-in,  protest  and 
demonstrate”  in  every  major  city,  but 
acknowledged  they  will  have  a  hard 
time  stopping  the  program. 

As  student  groups  and  others  map¬ 
ped  campaigns  to  rally  public  opinion 
against  registration,  several  members 
of  Congress  denounced  Carter’s  action 
and  promised  to  try  to  block  it. 

One  idea  being  examined  is  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  deny  the  administration  the 
money  it  would  need  to  take  the  Selec¬ 
tive  Service  System  out  of  mothballs, 
where  it  has  been  since  1975  when 
President  Gerald  Ford  halted  registra¬ 
tion. 

Carter  already  has  authority  under 
his  executive  powers  to  order  registra¬ 
tion. 

Congress  also  would  have  to  change 
Selective  Service  laws  if  Carter 
decided  to  compel  women  as  well  as 
men  to  register.  In  his  State  of  the  Un¬ 
ion  address  Wednesday,  in  which  he 
announced  plans  to  begin  registration 


for  the  draft,  Carter  did  not  say 
whether  he  intended  to  register 
women.  Administration  officials  have 
said  that  is  an  “open  question.” 

The  president  already  has  strong 
backing  on  registration  from  key  con¬ 
gressional  leaders,  including  Senate 
Democratic  Leader  Robert  Byrd  and 
House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  O’Neill, 
and  it  appears  now  that  his  plan  would 
be  approved. 

House  Republican  Leader  John 
Rhodes  of  Arizona  said  Carter  has 
“overwhelming  support”  among 
Republicans  on  the  issue  and  that  he 
sees  no  effective  opposition  to  it  from 
any  quarter. 


Even  so,  representatives  of  various 
groups  opposing  registration  went  to 
Capitol  Hill  and  declared  they  would 
fight  an  admittedly  uphill  battle. 

Most  of  the  spokesmen  predicted 
that  registration  would  lead  to  a  draft. 
In  his  speech,  Carter  said  he  hoped  a 
draft  will  not  be  necessary  but  that 
“we  must  be  prepared  for  that 
possibility.” 

Barry  Lynn,  spokesman  for  a  coali¬ 
tion  of  42  peace,  student,  civil  rights 
and  religious  groups,  said  it  “is  ab¬ 
solutely  committed  to  an  all-out  effort 
to  prevent  draft  registration  from  be¬ 
ing  reimposed  in  this  country  now.”

compulsory  draft  would  “upgrade  the 
quality  of  army  personnel.  Smith’s 
opinion  was  echoed  by  other  students 
who  agreed  that  improvement  is 
needed. 

Most  students  polled  did  not  feel  the 
U.S.  would  enter  a  major  war  in  the 
near  future.  According  to  Scott 
Beckstrand,  a  member  of  the  ROTC 
and  a  senior  in  business  from  Fort 
Collins,  Colo.,  “The  only  way  we  would 
ever  get  into  a  battle  with  the  USSR  is 
if  they  invade  another  country  such  as 
Iraq  or  Iran,  and  I  really  don’t  think 
they  will.” 

Concerning  the  effect  of  possible 
reinstatement  of  the  draft  on  BYU’s 
enrollment,  Bruce  L.  Olsen,  assistant 
to  the  president,  university  relations, 
explained,  “Enrollment  shouldn’t 
change  too  drastically,  especially  with 
draft  exemption  available  to  stu¬ 
dents.” 

Less  than  a  year  ago,  Carter  said 
that  if  registration  became  necessary, 
“It  would  probably  be  inevitable,  we 
would  register  both  men  and  women.” 
BYU  students  interviewed  questioned 
such  a  move. 

“With  the  exception  of  ERA  suppor¬ 
ters,  I  don’t  think  women  should  be 
drafted.  I  don’t  know  if  I’d  depend  on  a 
woman  under  combat  conditions,” 
said  Richard  Hutchens,  a  senior  in  ad¬ 
vertising  from  Houston,  Texas. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Carter  won  swift  House  approval 
Thursday  for  his  stand  on  the  Summer 
Olympic  Games  in  Moscow,  but  his 
hope  for  speedy  action  by  the  full  Con¬ 
gress  was  stymied  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Commit¬ 
tee. 

By  a  386-12  margin,  the  House  adop¬ 
ted  a  resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Olym¬ 
pic  Committee  to  honor  Carter’s  re¬ 
quest  that  the  Games  be  postponed, 
moved  or  canceled  unless  the  Soviet 
Union  withdraws  its  military  forces 
from  Afghanistan  by  Feb.  20. 

Without  the  troop  withdrawal,  and 
in  the  absence  of  any  other  action 
against  the  Games,  Carter  has  said,  he 
will  ask  U.S.  athletes  to  boycott  the 
competition. 

The  White  House  had  urged  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  to  approve  the 
resolutions  before  the  U.S,  Olympic 
Committee’s  executive  board  meets 
this  weekend  in  Colorado  Springs,  ac¬ 
cording  to  sources  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  on  Capitol  Hill.  The  board  is 
expected  to  consider  Carter’s  request 
at  that  meeting. 

However,  Sen.  Frank  Church,  D- 
Idaho,  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Rela¬ 
tions  panel,  ignored  the  appeal  for  im¬ 
mediate  action.  Church  refused  to 
change  plans  for  committee  hearings 
next  week  on  the  Olympics  question. 

While  endorsing  the  House  resolu¬ 
tion  and  predicting  eventual  Senate 
approval  of  a  similar  measure,  Church, 
through  an  aide,  said  his  committee 
must  first  hold  hearings. 


Authorities  said  a  section  of  the  Green¬ 
ville  Road  overpass  on  Interstate  580 
near  Livermore  was  closed  after  it 
dropped  8  inches  but  did  not  collapse. 

Officials  at  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  said  they  had  no 
immediate  reports  of  major  damage  to 
telephone  or  power  operations,  but 
telephone  service  was  reported  out  in 
Livermore. 


In  the  House,  Rep.  Clement  J. 
Zablocki,  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Af¬ 
fairs  Committee,  called  threat  of  an 
Olympics  boycott  “the  single  most  im¬ 
portant  non-military  sanction  that  can 
be  taken  to  convince  the  Soviet  Union 
it  should  remove  its  forces  from 
Afghanistan.” 

Zablocki,  D-Wis.,  said  the  action 
would  jeopardize  an  estimated  $3 
billion  investment  by  Moscow  in  the 
Games. 

“This  is  more  than  politics;  it  is 
crime,”  Rep.  John  Buchanan,  R-Ala., 
said  of  the  Soviet  move  into 
Afghanistan. 

“It  is  time  for  the  world  to  say  no  to 
crime,”  he  said.  “No  to  Moscow.  But 
yes  to  the  Olympics  somewhere  else.” 

But  Rep.  Ronald  V.  Dellums,  D- 
Calif.,  called  the  resolution  “a 
hysterical  response,”  saying  America 
should,  try  to  take  politics  out  of  the 
Olympics,  not  make  them  more 
political. 

Rep.  William  F.  Goodling,  R-Pa., 
said  Carter  and  Congress  should  wait 
and  let  the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee 
quietly  try  to  work  out  an  arrangement 
with  other  countries’  committees  to 
arrange  transfer  of  the  Games  from 
Moscow. 

“My  appeal  is:  let’s  think  a  little,” 
Goodling  said.  “Let’s  not  get  carried 
away  with  emotion.” 

USOC  President  Robert  J.  Kane  has 
strongly  opposed  any  action  other  than 
seeking  transfer  of  the  Games  from 
Moscow. 


Osmond  extravaganza 
to  be  more  than  songs

Eighteen  tons  of  lighting  and 
sound  equipment,  84  speakers, 
water  fountains,  laser  beams  and  a 
pulsating  stage  are  all  part  of  the 
props  designed  to  make  tonight’s 
performance  by  the  Osmonds  “an 


The  Marriott  Center  has  been  a 
hustling  scene  of  activity  since 
Tuesday  as  trucks  and  vans  have 
unloaded  millions  of  dollars  worth 
of  sound  and  lighting  equipment. 

“This  will  be  more  than  just  a 
concert,”  said  Merrill  Osmond.  “It 
will  be  an  extravaganza.  We  want 
this  to  be  one  of  our  best  concerts 
yet.” 

The  Osmonds,  who  have 
donated  the  proceeds  of  the  the 
performances  to  BYU,  have  filled 
the  Marriott  Center  with  some  of 
the  latest  and  most  advanced  stag¬ 
ing  techniques  in  show  business  to¬ 
day.  The  stage  has  been  prepared 
“in  the  round”  in  order  to  give  the 
listening  audience  full  visibility  as 
well  as  complete  audio  reception. 

Eighty-four  speakers  using  more 
than  12,000  watts  of  power  will  be 
hung  from  the  Marriott  Center 
ceiling,  Scott  Williams,  special  ac¬ 
tivities  manager  of  the  Marriott 
Center,  said.  The  speakers  will  be 
hung  in  four  different  locations 
above  the  stage  to  provide  a  better 
sound  mix. 

“Along  with  the  speakers,  more 
than  208  lights  have  been  hoisted 
above  the  stage,  surrounding  it 
completely,”  Williams  said.  Two 
lighting  technicians  will  be  seated 
above  the  stage  and  lights  to 
monitor  the  intensity  and  variety 
of  colors  used  in  the  show. 

A  mirror  ball  measuring  six  feet 
in  diameter  and  weighing  a  ton  has 
been  hung  from  the  ceiling  and  will 
rotate  at  certain  times  during  the 
performance.  Ten  spotlights 
placed  in  various  places  will  send 
particles  of  light,  like  a  meteor 
shower,  to  all  parts  of  the  Marriott 
Center. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  ef¬ 
fects  created  by  the  lighting  crew 


will  be  the  use  of  lasers  that 
ricochet  beams  across  the  stage  to 
the  beat  of  the  music  in  a  web-like 
fashion. 

To  facilitate  viewing  for  the  en¬ 
tire  audience,  a  30  by  40  foot  screen 
visible  from  both  sides  has  been 
elevated  50  feet  above  the  stage. 
The  screen  will  be  used  to  show 
close-ups  of  the  show  filmed  by 
seven  television  cameras  situated 
throughout  the  Marriott  Center. 

Installing  the  light  and  sound 
systems  proved  a  major  problem, 
and  required  outside  professional 
assistance,  according  to  Williams. 

“We  had  to  bring  in  11  riggers 
from  Texas  to  hang  all  the  equip¬ 
ment  from  the  ceiling,”  Williams 
explained.  “The  Physical  Plant 
was  also  contacted  to  point  out 
strategic  strong  points  in  the  struc¬ 
ture  of  the  Marriott  Center  from 
which  we  could  connect  the  rigg¬ 
ing.” 

“When  they  finally  got  started,” 
he  said,  “it  took  them  18  hours  to 
complete  the  job.” 

As  a  special  attraction,  a  set  of 
lights  and  fountains  was  brought  in 
from  New  York,  entitled  “Dancing 
Waters.”  The  fountains  will  spray 
water  and  colors  48  feet  in  the  air  in 
synchronized  rhythms. 

The  stage  on  which  the  Osmonds 
will  perform  will  be  flanked  on  the 
right  with  a  string  section  and  on 
the  left  with  the  Osmond’s  own 
studio  band. 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  public 
communications  for  BYU  said, 
“The  stage  itself  is  equipped  with 
several  hydraulic  lifts.  One  has 
been  placed  under  the  piano  and 
will  lift  the  instrument  so  that  the 
audience  will  be  able  to  see  it  bet¬ 
ter.”  Another  hoist  has  been  placed 
under  a  drum  set  and  will  raise  Jay 
Osmond  15  feet  in  the  air  during  a 
drum  solo. 

When  asked  about  the 
availability  of  tickets  for  the  con¬ 
certs,  Williams  said,  “There  are 
still  seats  left  for  both  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights,  but  they  are  going 
fast.  It’s  not  often  that  the  people 
of  Utah  are  treated  to  a  concert  like 
this.”

Soviets  scoff  at  Carter's  claim 


The  Soviet  Union  Thursday  scoffed  at  President 
Carter’s  claim  that  the  oil-rich  Persian  Gulf  area 
is  vital  to  the  United  States. 

Responding  to  Carter’s  State  of  the  Union  ad¬ 
dress  Wednesday  night,  the  Soviet  news  agency 
Tass  said  “the  absurdity  of  Washington  claims 
that  the  Persian  Gulf  area  is  a  sphere  of  U.S.  ‘vital 
interest’  is  an  axiom  which  needs  no  proof  ...” 

It  said  Carter’s  definition  of  U.S.  interests  was 
an  announcement  “for  all  to  hear  that  the  United 
States  regards  nearly  the  whole  world  as  its  sphere 
of  ‘vital  interests’  without  being  interested  in  the 
least  how  the  countries,  which  his  administration 
intends  to  include  in  this  sphere,  will  react  to 
this.”

Through  these  contacts,  friends  said,  Sakharov 
will  be  able  to  maintain  at  least  some  of  his 
human  rights  campaign. 

But  at  the  same  time,  it  was  evident,  as  one  dis¬ 
sident  put  it,  that  the  dissident  movement  had 
“lost  its  head.” 

Most  importantly,  while  Sakharov  was  in 
Moscow  he  was  in  direct  contact  with  Western 
reporters  and  diplomats,  and  could  thus  sound  an 
immediate  alarm  if  a  dissident  was  threatened, 
arrested  or  exiled. 

No  other  dissident  in  Moscow  can  claim  to  even 
approach  Sakharov’s  prestige  or  renown,  either 
among  Westerners  or  within  the  dissident  com¬ 
munity.  • 

The  friend  in  Gorky  who  telephoned  contacts  in 
Moscow  also  said  Sakharov  wanted  to  toughen  his 
condemnation  of  the  Soviet  military  involvement 
in  Afghanistan  that,  he  signed  with  several  other 
persons  at  the  start  of  this  week. 


WASHINGTON  —  Last  year’s  acciderit  at  the 
Three  Mile  Island  nuclear  powerplant  came 
within  “30  to  60  minutes”  of  a  meltdown  that 
would  have  required  evacuation  of  thousands  of 
people  in  the  area,  a  special  investigating  team 
reported  Thursday. 

The  Special  Inquiry  Group,  headed  by  private 
attorney  Mitchell  Pogovin,  recommended  to  the 
government  that  future  nuclear  power  plants  be 
located  10  miles  or  more  away  from  population 
centers.  It  said  some  existing  plants  too  close  to 
cities  might  have  to  be  shut  down. 

But  the  group  left  it  up  to  the  Nuclear 
Regulatory  Commission  to  figure  out  how  local 
circumstances  influence  those  decisions. 

The  Pogovin  report  noted  improvements 
already  made  by  the  NRC  and  the  nuclear  in¬ 
dustry  and  said  “an  accident  identical  to  that  at 
Three  Mile  Island  is  not  going  to  happen  again.” 

But  it  warned  that  unless  more  fundamental 
changes  are  made,  “similar  accidents  — perhaps 
with  the  potentially  serious  consequences  to 
public  health  and  safety  that  were  only  narrowly 
averted  at  Three  Mile  Island  —  are  likely  to 
recur.” 


Britain  protests  intervention 


London  —  British  Foreign  Secretary  Lord 
Carrington  announced  a  tough  package  of  anti - 
Soviet  measures  Thursday  to  protest  Moscow’s 
military  intervention  -  in  Afghanistan.  The 
measures  included  suspension  of  high-level  and 
ministerial  contacts.  . 

The  British  government  also  voiced  full  support 
for  the  main  goals  in  the  UTS. -Soviet  clash  over 
Afghanistan  as  defined  by  President  Carter  in  his 
State  of  the  Union  address  to  Congress. 

Other  moves  announced  by  Carrington  in 
Parliament  included  cancellation  of  military  ex¬ 
changes  between  Britain  and  the  Soviets  and  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  broadcasts  beamed  into 
the  Soviet  Union  and  Afghanistan  by  the  British 
Broadcasting  Corp. 

But  Carrington  said:  “I  don’t  think  the  situa¬ 
tion  at  the  moment  makes  it  necessary  to' rein¬ 
troduce  conscription v or  anything  of  that  kind.” 
Britain  abolished  military  conscription  in  1960 
and  now  relies  entirely  on  volunteers  to  man  its 
forces. 


Kennedy  to  announce  policy 


Sakharov  exile;  hurts  movement 


MOSCOW  —  Supporters  of  Andrei  D. 
Sakharov,  Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner  and  unspar¬ 
ing  critic  of  Soviet  officialdom,  admitted  Thurs¬ 
day  that  his  banishment  from  Moscow  to  Gorky 
dealt  a  serious  blow  to  the  already  battered  dissi¬ 
dent  movement.

The  reorganization 
may  involve  the  colleges 
of  Humanities',  Social 
Sciences,  Family  Living 
and  Fine  Arts  and  Com¬ 
munication.  • 

The  tentative  plan  is 
to  combine  three  of  the 
colleges  into  two  —  one 
called  the  College  of 
Humanities  and  Social 
Sciences  and  the  other 
called  the  College  of 
Family  and  Behavorial 
Sciences. 

In  addition,  the 
Department  'of  Interior 
Environment,  now  a 
part  of  the  College  of 
Family  Living,  would* 
become  part  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Communication. 

All  participating 
faculty  proposals  for  the 
realignment  were  to 
have  submitted  the 
suggestions  by  Jan.  21. 


Oaks  said,  “The 
faculty  suggestions  were 
very  good;  we’ll  now 
take  them  into  con¬ 
sideration  and  make 
some  decisions.” 

'  Some  of  the  proposals 
submitted  concerned  a 
different  name  for  the 
tentative  new  College  of 
Family:  and  Behavioral 
Sciences. 

Assistant  Academic 
Vice'  President  Robert 
Webb  said,  “Many  com¬ 
ments  were  submitted 
aaid  in  general  they  Were 
very  good.” 

Webb  explained, 
“There  were  many 
strong  opinions  ex¬ 
pressed.  Many  of  the 
faculty  gave  great 
proposals  on  the  status 
quo,  variations  of  the 
structure,  tenure  and 
other  ’issues.

Cougars  destroy  Aztecs 


Freshman  Mike  Maxwell’s  two  free 
throws  late  in  h  contest  between  BYU 
and  San  Diego  tied  an  all-time  Cougar 
scoring  record  for  one  game  as  BYU 
downed  the  Aztecs  123-91,  in  San 
Diego  on  Thursday  night. 

For  the  second  straight  game  this 
year  BYU  broke  the  100  point  barrier 
in  dealing  the  Aztec’s  their  fourth  con¬ 
ference  loss  of  the  season.  Thursday 
night’s  performance  tied  a  12-year-old 
record  set  against  the  University  of 
America. 

Leading  the  Cougar  scoring  attack 
was  Danny  Ainge  who  finished  the 
game  with  30  points,  four  short  of  his 
season  high. 

Similiar  to  BYU’s  win  Saturday  over 
Colorado  State  University,  BYU  shook 
off  the  slow  down  offense  of  San  Diego 
State  and  ran  the  Aztec’s  soles  off  with 
rebound  control  and  fast  breaks. 

Having  little  problems  pulling  away 
from  the  Aztec’s  in  the  first  half,  BYU 
quickly  built  up  a  10  point  lead  off  the 
excellent  shooting  of  two-time  All 
WAC  selection  Ainge.  The  scrappy  6-5 
guard  accounted  for  12  of  the  teams 
'  first  21  points,  hitting  six  of  nine  from 
the  field. 

Continuing  with  the  momentum 
carried  over  from  BYU’s  strong  win 
over  Colorado  State,  the  Cougars 
conference-known  1-3-1  defense  went 
to  work  on  shuting  off  any  hopes  of  an 
inside  game  for  San  Diego  State. 

With  the  score  17-13  BYU,  the 
Cougars  defense  demonstrated  its 
ability  to  cut  off  the  inside  game  as 


any  points  to 
the  scoreboard.  Nine  consecutive  mis¬ 
sed  shots  helped  BYU  to  up  their  lead 
to  26-13  before  the  Aztecs  could  get 
back  on  the  board. 

By  the  end  of  the  first  half,  statistics 
showed  the  trouble  filled  Aztecs 
shooting  at  a  dismal  30  percent  while 
BYU  burned  the  net  at  60.  At  halftime 
BYU  lead  57-32. 

A  halftime  pep  talk  by  Aztec  coach 
Dave  “Smokey”  Gaines  failed  to 
produce  any  changes  in  his  clubs  per¬ 
formance  as  BYU  continued  to  shut  off 
the  Aztecs  while  pouring  in  points  for 
themselves. 

BYU  came  out  in  the  second  half 
hitting  their  first  seven  shots  in  a  row, 
with  Ainge  scoring  3  buckets  and 
Devin  Durrant  adding  2  more. 

With  less  than  ten  minutes  left  in 
the  game,  head  coach  Frank  Arnold 
decided  to  call  in  the  reserves  who 
promptly  scored  32  points  in  the  final 
nine  minutes. 

For  the  Cougars  it  was  their  second 
straight  opportunity  to  put  in  the  en¬ 
tire  squad.  Six  of  the  12  players 
reached  double  figures  for  the  evening. 
Along  with  Ainge  were  Durrant,  18; 
Fred  Roberts,  13;  Scott  Runia,  10; 
Steve  Craig,  12;  and  Steve  Anderson, 
12. 

For  BYU  it  was  their  fifth  conference 
win  of  the  season  against  one  loss.  BYU 
now  goes  against  the  University  of 
Hawaii  Saturday  in  Honolulu.

Plans  for  a  new  power 
plant  on  the  west  side  of 
Utah  Lake  are  being  in¬ 
vestigated  by  officials  of 
the  Provo  City  power 
board. 

Bud  Bonnett,  director 
of  the  Provo  city  electric 
department  said,  “It  is 
something  that  we’re 
still  looking  at  and  still 
investigating.  It  has 
been  talked  about,  but  is 
still  in  the  earliest  plan¬ 
ning  stages.  The  other 
cities  that  would  be  in¬ 
volved  have  been 
notified,  but  it  has  not 
gone  before  the  Planning 
Commission  yet.” 

This  new  plant  would 
be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Southern  Utah 
Valley  Power  Assoca- 
tion,  said  Don  Fry, 
Provo  power  plant 
manager.  The  plant  will 
possibly  serve  Provo  and 
most  of  the  cities  bet¬ 
ween  here  and  Nephi, 
Bonnett  said. 

Provo  is  in  a  “non¬ 
attainment  area,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  Fry,  which 
means  the  Environmen¬ 
tal  Protection  Agency 
feels  Provo  already  has 
all  of  the  pollutants  it 
can  handle. 

“One  of  the  ideas  is  to 
move  the  plant  into  an 
area  that  is  not  already 
polluted,”  said  Fry. 
“The  other  side  of  the 
lake  is  not  in  a  ‘non¬ 
attainment’  area.” 

The  new  plant  will 
possibly  have  500 
megawatts  of  power,  Fry 
said,  and  will  be  built  in 
two  units  of  250 
megawatts  each. 

“The  first  unit  may 
possibly  go  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  10  years,”  Fry 
said.  He  added  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  second 
unit  would  not  begin  un¬ 
til  the  first  unit  was  in 
full  operation. 

Bonnett  said  the  cost 
of  the  plant  would  be  “a 
sizeable  amount  of  in¬ 
vestment.”  Fry  es¬ 
timates  the  cost  to  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of 
$170  million  per  unit. 

He  said  they  would 
probably  borrow  the 
money  from  a  bank  and 
ask  each  of  the  par¬ 
ticipating  cities  to  sign 
the  note.  Fry  added  the

possibility  of  selling 
bonds  to  help  finance 
the  project. 

The  new  plant  will  be 
generated  by  coal,  said 
Fry. 

“The  present  Provo 
power  plant  generates  24 
megawatts  of  power,” 
said  Fry,  “  and  serves 
only  Provo.”  He  es¬ 
timates  the  present 
plant  will  operate  ef¬ 
ficiently  for  an  ad¬ 
ditional  five  years.  After 
that,  he  said,  main¬ 
tenance  costs  could 
begin  to  climb. 

If  the  new  plant  is 
built,  “the  present  plant 
could  possibly  be  used 
for  a  dispatch  station,” 
Fry  said.
